FINDS CONDITIONS GENERALLY IMPROVED 


Elba, Ala., Oct.5, 19238, 


To the Honorable W. L. Parks|CRIMINAL CASES ARE BE- 


Judge of the Circuit Court 
of Coffee County: 

We, the Grand Jury empan- 
elled by your Honor, respect- 
fully report as follows: 

There has been _ present- 
ments entered on our dockets, 
and a larg2 number of witness- 
es have appeared before us. 
We have endeavored to make 
diligent inquiries into all mat- 
ters coming before us, and re- 
turn herewith indictments in 
all cases we deem proper. We 
have likewise made inquiries 
into general conditions. We 


_ note that there have been 


fewer presentments made ait 
this term than is usual, and we 
think that conditions so far as 
law observance is concerned is 
some better, although in some 
sections it seems that there is 
a general lack of respect for 
law. We commend the activi- 
ties of the sheriff and his depu- 
ties in their efforts to enforce 
the law, but they need the help 
of all good citizens. We should 
all take cognizance of the fact 
that we have a criminal ele- 
ment among us, and that this 
element is active, and that if 
not held in check it will grow 
until it becomes a serious men- 
ace to law and order, in fact 
that condition has already ar- 
rived in some,sections. In many 
cases witnessés seem afraid to 
give testimony, and this leads 
us to the conclusion that unless 
our good citizens rally to the 
support of the officers and 
take a firm stand for law en- 
forcement, furnishing _in- 
formation. when they have it, 
that we can hardly expect any 
improvemen. in our criminal 
conditions. We surely owe it to 
our posterity to hand down to 
them the best country and the 
best community conditions pos- 
sible for them to live in. It is 
not a one man’s job, or the of- 
ficers job, to secure this, but it 
is a duty devolving upon every 
citizen. 

We return herein 24 indict- 
ments, 9 being for felonies, and 
15 for misdemeanors. 

Committees of our body 
have duly visited and inspect- 
ed the several County Offices, 
the Court House ,jail and alms 
house, and their reports are at- 
tached hereto and made a part 
of this report:. 

We find that the license in- 
spector has issued a number of 
citations to individuals to take 
out certain privilege licenses, 
and some to take out automo- 
bile license. We recommend 
that in each case that he make 
an immediate investigation to 
determine whether those cited 
are liable for the said licenses, 
and that he institute prosecu- 
tion in all cases in which he 
finds the licenses due. 

In conclusion we wish to ex- 
press our thanks to your Honor 
for the able and helpful charge 
delivered to us, and to the 
Solicitor, the Sheriff and ‘is 
deputies and our baliff’s for 
their aid, and now having com- 
pleted our labors we ask to be 
recessed.

iS SUICDE VICTIM

Mr. D. B. (Dump) Bryan, 
well known farmer who has 
made his home around Elba for 
the past several years, was 
found dead near his home on 
the Boyd-Wise plantation last 
Wednesday. Indications are 
that Mr. Bryan committed sui- 
cide, however, no message was 
left stating why such an act 
was committed. Mr. Bryan 
had many friends throughout 
this section who regret to learn 
of his untimely death. 

The Samson Ledger has the 
following account of the 
tragedy: 

Duncan B. Bryant, aged 
about 60 years, committed sui- 
cide Wednesday by blowing 
out his brains with a shot gun. 
A portion of the skull was 
found some distance away, it 
is said, the top of his head be- 
ing blown off. 

The tragedy occurred near 
Mr. Bryant’s home, about a 
mile from Leverett, Coffee 
county, he having been a 
tenant farmer on the Boyd- 
Wise Farm Company’s plan- 
tation. 

Wednesday morning Mr. 
Bryant stated to his family he 
was going hunting and went 
out with his gun. Shortly 
afterward a gunshot was 
heard. When he had not re- 
{turned in the afternoon, his 
whereabouts were inquired in- 
to and the corpse was found 
about 200 yards from his house 
in a corn patch. 

Worry over financial condi- 
tions is stated as the most 
probable cause of the suicide, 
although so far as known no 
word was left by the deceased 
as to his intentions or thé rea- 
son for his act. 

Mr. Bryant was well known 
in Samson. In times past he 


jovial on his visits to the city, 
but acquaintances say that this 
fall he had been very quiet and 
not like his old self. He was 
known to have been much con- 
cerned over the cotton failure 
this year and the obligations 
which he was unable to meet 
as usual.

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TAG AND CERTIFICATE

To All Automobile Owners: 

Under a recent law of the 
Legislature it is made necess- 
ary to procure from the Pro- 
bate Judge of your County a 
Certificate of Title to your Mo- 
tor Vehicle. There is much 
clerical work in preparing ap- 
plications for and writing these 
certificates and it takes some 
time to attend to it. It is also 
necessary to procure from the 
Tax Assessor a certificate of 
assessment and from the Tax 
Collector a receipt of payment 
of ad valorum taxes, if any is 
due for 1923. This causes 
much delay in procuring tags. 

The Legislature has extend- 
ed the time for getting tags to 
November 15th, when the li- 
cense tax will be delinquent, 
but should you wait till the last 
days it may cause embarass- 
ment in waiting on so many. I 
suggest, therefore, that you do 
not delay getting your tag till 
last days. Should there bea 
rush on the last day or days it 
would be practically imposs- 
ible to wait on you in time to 
save the extra charges on ac- 
count of delinquency. I am 
therefore, urging all who own 
cars to get their certificates of 
title and license tags before the 
Jast days allowed under the 
law.
